You 
must make some man God, or otherwise 
the object on which you pin your faith, 
forgetting faith isa spiritual energy that 
works within your own soul, the very 
“ substance of the thing hoped for, and 
the evidence of the thing unseen.” You 
have brought down upon your devoted 
heads the anathemas of your own churches, 
and now seem to want to retaliate on a 
class of teachers and healers that care no 
more for what you say, than does the 
moon for the bark of a little pup. 

How can a person be a Christian, and 
not be Christ-like? 1 have seen many 
Christ-like people, who let their good 
works and kind words tell the story of 
their inner life. And then what is this 
healing power that you declare is the es- 
pecial gift of such as yourself? Is it not 
an everywhere-present principle, subject 
to law, as much so as are the tides?
